John Kelly att an Economist. 


The public, generally, know more 


about John Kelly as a politician and a 
leader of Tammany than as an econo- 
mist. He is a very different stjle ol 
mau from the illustrious ring thief, 
Tweed. Such papers as the New York 
Tribune bear witness to his history as 
u municipal financier, and his annual 
report as Comptroller, for the year end- 
ing August 1, 1880, goes to vindicate 
this good opinion. We quote from the 
document, which' furnishes the annexed 
flattering exhibit: 


Cash balance in the treasury August 


1, 1879, $1,416,129; receipts during the 
year, $65,104,402; disbursements, $65,- 
331,259; leaving a cash balance in the 
treasury August 1, 1880, of $1,189,272. 
The disbursements from the sinking 
fund for the redemption of the city debt 
were $5,405,64]; and there is a cash 
balance in this fund of $219,967. 
The 


amount of interest paid during the year 
was $1,754,794; and there is a balance 
on hand in the interest fund of $1,167,- 
797. Fifty years ago, the bonded debt 
of the city was less than $1,000,000 
since then it has increased to over 
$100,000,000; but for tho past three 
years it has been decreasing, having 
been reduced $10,385,896 in the lasl 
three years. The estimated tax levy 
for the present year is $23,937,272, ol 
wMch $3.571,322 is for State purposes, 
and the balance for city purposes. The 
arrears 01 taxes on real estate are $9,- 
325,478; on personal property, $11,- 
663,202, and on water rates, $133,945, 
making a total of $21,122,626.
